To  the  Class  of  2000: 

You  have  now  completed  the  first  phase  of  your  medical  education,  and  have 
done  so  during  a  time  of  incredible  change  for  our  profession.  The  science  of  medicine  is 
evolving  at  an  unprecedented  rate.  Lasers  are  used  to  treat  heart  and  ophthalmic  disease, 
mammals  are  being  cloned,  the  human  genome  project  is  nearing  completion,  and 
transplants  are  becoming  commonplace.

I  believe  you  are  well  prepared  to  enter  this  new  world  of  medicine  and  I  know 
that,  despite  the  challenges  you  will  face,  you  will  love  it.  We,  your  faculty,  are  proud  to 
have  been  a  part  of  your  education  and  life  these  last  few  years  and  are  very  proud  of  you 
as  a  Rush  graduate.
